IIB complexion. M. Zoln describes the 
emperor as having glowing cheeks, and 
adds. "Assuredly he had his face paint- 
ed." M, do Cassajjnao has tmphaticzilly 
stated that during his close association 
with Napoleon before the battle he 
never noticed a trace of paint on the 
imperial countenance, and in this denial 
he is corroborated by if. Robert Mitch- 
ell, who declares his certainty that the 
then ruler of the French people used no 
pigment whatsoever during the opera- 
tions leading to the capitulation of 
Sedan.

Tho question, although intrinsically 


unimportant, ia very curious, inasmuch 
as thid IB not the first time that the 
change of complexion of the son of 
Queen Horteuse has been made a mat- 
tar of public discussion. The anony- 
mous writer of that most entertaining 
uiL'dluy, "Tho Englishman in Paris," 
who first met Prince Lonis Napoleon at 
tho Hotel du Rliiii, Paris, in IS-IS, has 
plenty to wry about tho personal appear- 
ance of the then pretender to flio French 
throne. Ho describes his} heavy browu 
mustache, his lliiu huil; hair, his aijui* 
lim; nose and grayish blue eyes and the 
general imprwsion which tho features 
of the prince- gave him of lic-tng n ha- 
bitual opium cater; and opium caters are 
assuredly not as ;t rule (icrsons.of a rud- 
dy tint.

They 
were luniled on Cui»SIierifF to kill u-hu't 
seals they t-onlil while the schooner wen: 
on iv prospecting voyage— that is to say, 
looking for rookeries or places \vhero 
seals travel u»ou the beach to rear their 
yomig, 


Well, they were to stay there nntil 


tho schooner reiurned, which would bo 
in ten days tit most. So ten days* pro- 
visions were given them, and. when ten 
days had expired tho men did not know 
but tho vessel was lost. So they took in 
their boat tho carcasses of seals and 
started for Potter's cove, 250 miles a wuy, 
when* they expected to find the bark 
Nile, for it was expected she would sail 
on the 15th day of March for New Lou- 
don. They arrived thereou the 14th, anil 
she bad sailed on tlie lath', i\s it appeared. 
Xow wlyit were they to do without 
clothes or fuel, uo provisions or shelter, 
and a very, cold winter of nine long, 
dark months? As it is so far soufh the 
summer is short— say three months, and 
winter nine months— n ml summer is us 
colil as our winter here, bnt has the ad- 
vantage of being all day, while- tho win- 
ter is all night. They were in G3 degs. 
latitude, south.

had gone into the sea for winter. But, 
however, they did manage to get a few 
seals anil elephanis and secured their 
oil, anil on this they lived until spring. 
Por a shutter they got mi oM try works 
which had been left thero by.some ship 
ami covered this with snow to keep out 
what cold possible, and with snow for 
bhmkets they lived tho winter through. 


In the Hnring they concluded to go 


back to Cape Shcritf and kill ail the 
seals they could before the vessels bo- 
jau to arrive. Then they would mako 
some bargain to take home tlie.skins. 
So, without any provisions, they started 
back, but on going out the straits they 
got jammed in the ice. and had to go 
back over the ice to Porter's cove. They 
would haul their lw:it from one cake or 
block of ice to another, and launch 
when necessary. Well, they got back 
at last where they started from nearly 
deail from cold aud exposure. 


Rut, however, another trial. Pour re- 


fused to go, but three of them took an- 
other boat which bad been left by some 
other ship and started again without 
any food, for there was none to be got 
.at so Kirly in the spring. Nevertheless 
they arrived then at Cape Sheriff. After- 
ward they billed 2,200 seals and spread 
their skin* on the snow to keep them 
from heatin-, lint what became of tlieni 
will never LC I:::"\v.!. It was supposed 
that.they iui(itir;ook to cross the straits, 
bnt could not manage the boat. How- 
ever, tbey were lost. Now about those 
four that stayed at the Cove—I remem- 
ber two of their mimes, but have for- 
Kotten the others. One was an Indian 
from Long Islnnd.somi,1 phift* nearMon- 
tauk—his last name was Garby—and 
one by the i;amu of James King, who 
waa eventually flie only survivor of tho 
seven, and his tale of suffering- was ter- 
rible. Bo had to kill uud eat the other 
three iiiun. 
They were nothing but 


ikiu and bones anyway, and he could 
not have survived more than one day 
more had we not fonnd him us \ve did. 


We buried the remains of the others 


in the snow. King then went, on board 
of the baric Nile, ami from her he went 
on board of the schooner Z. P. Simons 
and came to New London, where he 
sailed from. He sued the company, hut 
finally he gave it np and cleared out—no 
one knows where. 


Now, I will givo yon all the informa- 


tion I can as to why they were left there.

But if yon 
take a handful and look at it withoii 
tho aid of a microscope you will see notli 
iug but a little red on the snow, but witl 
the a-id of a microscope you can see the 
fine roots in tho snow. So it is a vegeta 
ble. 


There are no shellfish on tho rocks- 


is perfect desolation. But in tho summer 
tho birds of all kinds—that is, birds o 
high latitude—are hero to breed their 
yonng. There are the sea hen, tho Mother 
Cary's chicken, which is found all ovei 
the world, and penguin, several specie- 
of them. And to see these penguin ti.i 
the inarch from their nests to tho swi 
and back in single file and stand so erect 
They do not fly. They have just iuei'ol\ 
a small fin to swim with while iu tht 
water. They just make a hole in the 
snow, lay two" eggs and sit on them as 
any bird, right in the snow. Rut nature 
provides away out of all these scrapes 
as it were. Their eggs are agood snbsti 
tnte for hen's eggs.—New York World, 


Mexican EscaTatloni.

John MuNnlty, in which a-writof error 
haa been heretofore allowed by said su- 
preme court ; 
Whereas, It also appears by the said 


affidavit that eaid attorney had not yet 
received notice of thn allowance by the 
eaid supreme court of the writ of error in 
the cue of eaid Vincent; and the ques- 
tion arising in the case of the people vs. 
John McNnlty have not yet bfen deter- 
mined by said supreme court, i deem it 
but just that the mill Vincent should be 
reprieved, to afford his said attorney an 
opportunity to endeavor to obtain from

TDK RAISIN CHOP. 


How it TVill Pan Oat in Southern 


California. 


With regard to the raisin crop, though 
he conditions have been more or leas 
hreatening 
almost 
throughout 
the 


eaaon, it appears almost certain, speak- 
ng for southern California eenerally, 
bat it will be secured in good condition 
says the Los Angeles Commercial Bulle- 
n). The growers' estimate 
of its 


mount, however, is that it will be one- 
lird short of an average, and laat year's 
laving been an equal amount in excess, 
t follows on this theory that this year's 
reduction will be only about one-half of 
bat of last season. 
"It ia only fair to say that the buyers' 
Btimate of the crop ia conniderably 
arger. Both authorities are, however, 
greed tbat at the prices at which Span- 
eh raisins are selling in the eaet, after 
eductiog tbe import duty of 2^4 cents a 
tound and the moat moderate allowance 
or other eipnnees, there can be scarcely 
anything left the Spanish producer. 


"These considerations, and the other 


hat for the batter class of trade the 
fa encia fruit caonot replace tbe Cali- 
ornia layers, have apparently deter- 
nined tbo growers upon holding firm to 
heir minimum price of 4J« cents a 
>ound in the eweat-boi, although they 
tdmit that the free entry of currants ia a 
contrary item. 


"The east so far maintains an attitude 


of perfect indifference, waiting patiently 
or the cotlapfo of the growers' uombinH- 
tion, meanwhile ueing up its surplus oi 
ant year's cheaply bought goods and 
lapplying demands for nan* fruit with 
oreign stock."

ness dc'Ciiiod that they were wrong, "that 
.,011 s Napoleon was liimself the drug, and 
.hat every one who came in contact with 
iim was bouud to yield to its influeiice." 
>o strong was Ills impressiou that lie evi- 
dently regretted in after life bis failure to 
warn his political acquaintances; lint at 
he time he was restrained by the dread of 
ridicule. 
Afany years afterward, when 


JCapoleon was firm upon his throne, min- 
ster aftt-r minister, diplomatist after 
diplomatist, after mouths, or it might be 
j-ears, of intercourse with the new ruler of 
France, came to Sir Richard's opinion. 


Louis'Kapoleon was not only u very able 


man iii eertidn directions— lie was uo ad- 
min strator and a kid judge of men— but 
ie was to a, certain extent an'original one. 
with occasional flashes of insight; but lie 
lad'hi ahigh degree a quality \vhichin a 
ower degree wo believe to bo common 
among men of certain kinds of ability, but 
which is seldoic either descvilteil or dis- 
cussed. 
His presence positively lowered 


the intellectual force of those to whom lie 
spoke, so that, they talked and advised, 
ant iilxivH all planned, with less capacity 
;hnn they naturally posst'ssfd. Thdt seeuis 
i strange, thing to say, but every one who 
sat all oliservimt will admit its converse 
—namely, that they Liiotr of men and 
women, whose presence in a room, even if 
they are comparatively silent, definitely 
and perceptibly increases the intellectual 
brightness of all who are congregated 
there. The latter may hardly know the 
possessor of the influence, they may not be 
interested in his particular range of sub 
jects, hut they feel that they lire at their 
best, and that It is somehow because ot 
him, and this although they do not. It may 
he, attribute to him genius or any excep- 
tional mental power. 


This force, for It amounts In some men 


to a force, is said to have been possessed to 
an ania7.in# extent by the Marquis of Wel- 
lesley, aud the writer has heard it attrib- 
uted, among men luore'recently deceased, 
to Professor Palmer, whom, however, he 
did not personally know. It is, we believe, 
tho sennit o£ much success in life and of 
many promotions which seem inexplicable 
to the. outside world, but which are de- 
fended by ail in personal contact with the 
promoted man, including those whom ho 
Lns superseded. As between individual 
and individual its strength is frequently 
quite ntrmzmg, and is commented on in the 
constant remark that So-and-so fe nothing 
comparatively uulass Such-a-one is by his 
side. So-and-so bcins all the while much 
the greater man. We do not believe in- 
deed that the fact will be denied, nor is it 
usually wondered at, the usual explana- 
tion, personal sympathy, boiiiK accepted as 
suflicient— it is not suflicienfe by any means, 
hut that is not our subject just DOW — and 
if this cxhilaratinc influence exists, why 
not itt opposite? 


'The opposite is, however, rarely admitted 


frankly, except UK regards tlie 'reation of 
individuals. The man is lucky who has 
never bad a friend or kinsmau whose 
presence be felt to be depressing, whom, 
though he might respect him or liko 
him, 


or use him, ho felt to be the source of some 
influence which depressed his owu energy 
or keenness of perception, who was, ii 
fact, Sir Richard Wallace's "opiate" incar- 
nate-in the flesh, A man of that kind 
TV IOSB influence extends to every ono with 
whom he is brought in contact, is o: 
course more seldom met with j but we are 
convinced, as every iutlmato of Louis 
Napoleon waa, that he exists, and to ex- 
plain him ia a most, dim'cult iutellecttta 
problem. Universal fcnr Will of courseex- 
plain him, and does explain him in Prince 
.Bismarck's case, whose colleagues, when 
L« was in power, always seemed stupider 
in his presence; but these, men do not a 
wayscxcitu fear, 


lionis Napoleon frightened nobody, and 


was iu nu degree, overbearing. The man 
In ancient history who must have borne 
mentally the closest resemblance tu him 
Tiberius Cnxutr, scattered death wholesale 
for inadequate rcnsons; but Louis Napo 
con was essentially kindly to all but sus 
pected iissasijtns, pardoned grave errors 
with too much readiness, and was as com- 
pletely without his great uncle's linbility 
to outbursts of unKentlemauly violence as 
he was without his fascination. Tie had 
not even n. forbidding manner in the sense 
that Sir Robert Peel had a forbiddingman- 
ner, nor iu the loiitf array of charges flung 
in memoirs at his head can we remember 
one of want of politeness. 


The dreary man, «r rather, to coin .1 


necessary word, the dreary tying man, is 
generally polite, and indeed, were ho not, 
would in most men awaken instead of 
repressing intellectual 
power.

misfltrects force, but does nob make it tor- 
pid; und it is torpifying influence which 
wo are discussing now. 
To allege want of 


"sympathy" is no explanation at 
all. 


Nobody of the croup assembled around Sir 
Richard Wallace was seeking sympathy 
'from tbo expectant president, or 
com- 


plained in any way ot its absence, aud ba- 
sides, if we comprehend tho 'memoirs 
which refer to him, Louts Napoleon wns 
not entirely unsympathetic, but usually 
sought from his interlocutors the light he 
did not get. 


Extreme cunning, when perceptible, un- 


doubtedly slightly stupefies those w 10 
watch it because, it throws them into the 
self defensive attitude which is a momen- 
tary form of egotism; but Louis Napoleon 
was not more cunning than a great many 
men who did not exercise his espeuia in- 
fluence. 
Cardinal Maxarin did not stupe- 


fy people, or Louis XI, the embodiment of 
that quality. Nor ia extreme selfishness 
any sufllcumt clew, for thft most perfectly 
selfish hninan being described in history. 
Louis XIV, is allowed by enemies as well 
as friends to have had a vivifying influenc< 
on all who could approach him close. Wo 
do nob beli&ve in fuct that any explanatioi 
meets the facts, or that any is necesaarj 
except the plain one— that there are men 
whoso minds, BO to speak, exude a menta 
opiate.— London Spectator.

There are very 
few oyster scows in ihe market can 
equal this average from w eelc to week. 
It must also be considered that on some 
'days work begins .at 5 o'clock in the 
morning and on others at 6 or 8 o'clock. 


There was an oyster opening match 


. about a year ago between Mike Foley 
and Jack Gillon. The match was to de- 
cide -which man was the quicker at 
opening 1,000 oysters. Gillon won in 
67 minutes, beating his opponent by-only 
seven oysters. Foley has opened 11,200 
oysters at one Bitting. 


Dick Balmer has appeared in sitteen 


oyster 'opening matches and lost only 
two of them. Most of the contests were 
orer the opening of 100 oysters. At one 
time Balmer opened 100 oysters in 4 min- 
utes and 23 seconds, which is now the 
best "straight knife" record. .Balmer 
iSfe also opened 1,000 oysters in 55 mift- 
ute& The two matches in which lie was 
'defeated he JoBt to John Gillon. The 
first match wag best two ont of three 
records in opening 100 oysters, but owing 
"to a dispute Balmer retired from the 
•contest, leaving the match to GiUon. At 
"the second match. Balmer was beaten by 
•dgnt pyfiters.

Death In tho Drr&s Train. 


"Antibacilli" writes as follows on a 


matter that ought to interest women: 


Lately the long dress trains worn on 


tbe streets by our ladies suggest- anotbei 
way to carry tubercle and otber bacilli 
into our bouses. In walking along a 
street we constantly see a dress wipe up 
portions of sputum from pavements and 
floors • of our railway stations. 
From 


one of these dresses dragged over the 
streets a few times I was able to demon- 
strate the presence of seven tubercle 
bacilli on an inch microscopic slide, on 
which a little dirt off the dress was 
dusted. 


Knowing, therefore, that these long 


dresses have dried tuberculose sputum 
containing tubercle bacilli on them for 
the maids to dust off in our ladies' dress- 
ing rooms, most of which are poorly 
ventilated, we can quite understand how 
a sufficient number of bacilli, and possi- 
bly spores, can bo collected in small 
compartments to an extent dangerous 
at least to those predisposed to tuber- 
culosis. 


In view of the recent cholera pest it 


seems a timely moment for the director 
of public safety or board of health to is- 
sue a notice warning against this disease 
breeding fashion of women ga^iering up 
the street dirt on their garments. 


If a woman's own sense of cleanliness 


is not sufficient wr.rniug of the danger, 
tliau Jet the police bo authorized to gen- 
tly remind every woman whose dress is 
trailing on tbe streets that she may be 
carrying" liome Home bacilli along with 
thy oilier filth. 


Tliis would speedily kill the disgust- 


i')^ habit of woaring trailing dresses OTI 
tie .sirotts.—Kew York Press.

News has j-.i^t reached Liverpool of 


the arrival at Sierra Leoae, v.vst Africa, 
of a icmarJcabk- spedim-ii of tbo ostrich 
tribe, which the people of that colony 
have teen for tbo first time.

SEEKING MYTHICAL GOLD. 


A New Luuilicr Saw. 


The introduction of. a new saw for 


lumber is to bu noted—an upright imple- 
ment, thin like a bandsaw and having 
direct steam attachment, at each end of 
it :i sk-aiu cylinder, each of which has 
lint a singlfj strain jxiri:. The upuer 
piston draws tho saw and the lower 
piston up and tho lower piston draws 
the saw «nd the upper piston down, each 
piston drawing the saw, but neither of 
them pushing it, this causing the saw at 
ill times to be rigid, so that a very thin 
BIIW can be employed. 


Below the lower cylinder are a- heavy 


pair of balance wheels, these giving a 
steady as well as uniform motion to the 
saw, and to these balance wheels are 
connected a pair of rods, tho npper ends 
of which connect with a knuckle joint 
at the lower end of the saw, tints throw- 
ing the lower eud of the saw out as it Is 
going tip and' against the log as it is 
coming down. The log carriage is op- 
erated by the same engine that runs tho 
saw.—New York Sun. 


Electrician Revived from Death.

Konigsberg to a workman employed at 
the town electrical works.

In 1855 Kit Carson, James Kiunoy and 
a half bmd Blackfoot come into Fort 
Kuudal, on the Missouri river, with a 
bug full of nuggots and a story of gold 
deposits of incredible richness on Cabin 
creSjk, a branch of the North fork of 
'the Charennft river just wast of what is 
now the Montana boundary lino. As 
they were o'A mountain men, and Car- 
son having a great reputation as a guide, 
everybody wcut crazy. No white man 
was supposed to have been within 500 
miles of tho place, and indeed men were 
being cut off by Indians within five 
miles of tho fort.

druuk, .and soon gambled away their 
gold, but showed no disposition to take

remnrkablo ;is a narrative. White was 
a Ke\v Encjlancler, sixty years old, who 
Inul come to California in 1842. As u 
gold seeker hu was known and talket 
ubout ia every mining camp on the coasi 
and stories related of hk plienoiiicna 
luck. Ho no doubt inndo many fortunes 
but was always poor, aud tramped aboul 
with a- lean mulo and half breed Imlii 
boy, getting supplies where he could. 
I believo he was slightly demented, bul 
all looked up to him, and he undoubted- 
ly knew more about tho gold region than 
any iiiau living. 


One day in 1BT)8 Whito came to llorso 


Head gulch from tho Sierras, driving 
his mull) and luokiug utterly used up. 
Hfigot something to par, mid then took 
out of his pack ii number of pieces ol 
what looked liko hard white clay glit- 
tering with specks of metal, imt lie said 
little and went off to an assayer, a Ger- 
man named Uelyat, and ail hoiitst mail. 
Beforc'night it was known in camp that 
White's sjieciuiHii showed 1,000 ounces 
of gold to the ton. In five minutes every 
one weut crnzy. 
Nobody slept that 


uight, but sat around tho fires aud 
talked "cement." In tho morning a 
party 
headed by Senator Sharon's 


brother culled ou White, who was sleep- 
ing in one of rho •'shacks." Ue was 
told in a fow words that ho must pilot 
the men to his find, he should Imvu tho 
pick of thu claims aud help to work it, 
but go ho mast, and on his refusal was 
warned that his life would not be worth 
shucks if ho "stood off" tho camp. Then 
lie consented. 


Everyone was.wild. 
I was offered 


$1,000 for my two mules aud outfit, but 
like a fool went with the rest. The trai] 
led right into the Sierras. The first day 
was a race aud one-third of the -men 
broke down. The Indian leaped ahead 
liko a wolf and then Whito followed, 
his long gray hair flying in the wind. 
By the end of the second day wo were 
in the heart of tho mountain, in a des- 
ert where no human being bad over 
been before. Half'of the animals were 
lost, aud the men were haggard with 
fatigue and excitement. Whito was told 
that if ho played falsa he was a dead 
man, but us still pointed east. We 
passed good indications that showed 
color, but in that land of desolation all 
the gold in America would* not have 
availed a man then. 


On tho evening of the third day White 


said wo were uear to our journey's end, 
and by tomorrow—and then he waved 
his long arms aud such a yell went up 
from the frenzied men that partly made 
tho pine clad mountains shake. Every 
one lay down espectiug to arise a mil 
Honaire, but ia tho morning White was 
gone and left no trace. About one-half 
of the party, after incredible suffering, 
got back to life aud civilization, nud 
yet, despite our story, 100 men started 
back over our trail two days after. 


Three years after Whito reappeared iu 


Salt Lake City with his cement speci- 
Vens as before incredibly rich anil again 
disappeared, aud from that day to this 
has uever been heard of, but men still 
wear out thuir lives in seeking his lost 
cemftut mine.

For Caucer and Skin Poisoning 


Cancerous growths are tho most diffi- 


cult skin diseases to control. The knife 
is generally the only thing that will 
answer satisfactorily, hut the drug called 
pyoktanin has been used with consider- 
able success. As a local dressing oa 
painful cancers tbat could not be re- 
moved by 1111 operation it gives consid- 
erable relief, and iu many instances has 
decreased the size of tho growth. For 
poisonings of the skin various drugs arc 
used, bnt for ivy poison there is none 
better than perraanganato of potassium, 
which makes an excellent wash for the 
poisoned skin. In Russia it has been 
found of great value in frost bites, re- 
lieving the itching and burning sensa- 
tion at once. For slight burns of the 
Ekin it is also of great use, but severe 
burns aro not iu be treated by it.—Yan- 
kee Blade. 


Cannibals and Shared Heado. 


On tha upper Congo the natives give a 


great deal imagination and labor to the 
arrangement of their headdress. Some 
of them, however, like the Bangala, 
keep their heads closely shaved, except 
for little tufts of hair on top and at the 
sides..
